At another point, he seemed to

“You know the acuteness of 
modern war is increasing very 
vividly. It teok a long time 
in the days before the war ma- 
chines really began to roll. But 
with the integration of the 
world, increase in scientific 
methods of destruction, the 
blow falls much quicker; that is, 
you don’t get the time now to 

prepare that you had in the 
past. 

“The first blow in the next 
war will be the decisive blow. 
The first blows or the potency 
of the first blows—and that 
first blow, you understand, there 
is no method by which you can 
avoid the surprise attack of an 
enemy these days. He hits and 
then he announces, or he hits 
and he don’t announce. And if 
you are not ready at that time 
you might well be overwhelmed 
before many factors, which I 
won't attempt to go into, gave 
you a certain period of time in 
which you could build up to 
meet the attack. But with every 
passing year that diminishes. 

“Therefore, the corollary is 
with every passing year, as long 

as you have a maverick running 
loose in the world, it means that 
your necessity for preparedness 
increases unless you can find 
the formula to settle the whole 
matter.”

War ‘Is Inherently a Failure, 
Old Soldier MacArthur Decides

“Now, war, you have got to 
understand the history of war; 
you have got to understand that 
in the beginning it was a sort of 
gladiaterial contest in which, 
when the opposing parties dis- 
agreed, they would agree to abide 
by the decisions of the gladiato- 
rial contest. 

“I suppose the beginning was 
the David and Goliath story in 
the Bible. It progressed from that 
into small professional armed 
forces, which would fight in some 
obscure corner of the world, but 
the results of that would be ac- 
cepted in the chancellories of the 
werld, and the peace would be 
written. 

Appalling Destruction Now. 

“Gradually, with the scientific 
methods which have made mass 
destruction reach appalling pro- 
portions, war has ceased to be a 
sort of the ‘roll-of-the-dice to de- 


be—which should be the winner, 
and dictate the terms. : 

“It has become an all-out ef- 
fort. It has involved every man, 
child and woman in the whole 
world. The integration of the 
world into this compressed com- 
munity now which exists has in- 
volved everybody. 

“I tell you it has outlawed the 
very basic concepts, gentlemen, 
upon which war was used as a 
final word when politics failed to 
settle international disputes. It 
is inherently a failure now. 

“The last two wars have shown 
it. The victor had to carry the 
defeated on his back. I have 
been carrying with all the re- 
sources possessed, and with the 
noble help of this country, that 
defeated country in Japan, 
to save her from destruction, an 
win her back into decency.

tively as immunization. 

Laws seeking to prevent contact between 


dogs, so that the disease cannot be spread, are 


next to impossible to enforce satisfactorily. An- 
nual immunization, on the other hand is the 
nearest thing to a guarantee that a dog cannot 
become rabid and pass on his disease to humans 
and other animals. 

Certainly the easiest way to enforce. immu- 
nization is adoption throughout the metropolitan 
area of ordinances establishing a rabies immu- 
nization certificate as one requirement for ob- 


taining a dog license. A few communities here 


now have such laws. 

‘That, of course, would ee only part of the 
battle. There are many dogs in this area for 
which licenses have not been obtained. If 
rabies is to be controlled effectively, with the 
help of such laws, police, veterinarians and 


pound officials must increase their efforts to 


make sure that every dog has a license tag, 

Every person whose pet dog has had tq be 
shot because of rabies, and certainly every 
person who has had to undergo the Pasteur 
treatment because of possible exposure to the

The prices named for ceilings in the 
legislation providing for price control are 
good and high, and they will induce all 
the agricultural production that is going 
to be needed during the mobilization 
period. 

We shall be caught short in only a few 
farm products, one of these being wool. 
This, of course, assumes that enough 
fertilizer and.farm machinery. will be 
made available to keep our farm produc- 
tion plant going at full steam. 

There is serious danger that production 
will get out of balance unless existing 
legislation and price controls can de 
changed. 

In the Agricultural Act of 1948, a new 
set of parity prices was provided. This 
act left the average of all parities at the 


‘same level as under the Agricultural Act 


of 1938. This 1 Congress provided for 
using all the parity prices that were above 
the average and for using old parity 
whenever it was higher. 

And Congress has now provided that no 
ceiling can be set below ‘parity as defined 
in the last act. The résult is that part of 
the parity prices are much too high. The 
only way to keep from getting too much 
production of some of these lines will be 
to enforce marketing quotas, and this will 
be extremely difficult with some of them. 


Most Prices Below Parity 


If we could go back to the new parity as 
spelled out in the act of 1948 and then 
provide that no ceiling were set below 90 
per cent of the new parity, we likely 
would have something that would work 
out pretty well. 


Still better would be to provide that 
even the 90 per cent of ‘parity would not 
be used as a guaranteed level unless this 
was deemed essential by the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization. 

About 60 per cent 6f farm products are 
now at prices below their parity levels as 


figured in the Agricultural Act of 1950. 
These are mostly the products in which 
old parity gives too high a price. If the 
prices of these are allowed to rise to full 
parity the general level of prices will be 
raised considerably. 

It is obvious that what is needed is 
some legislation that would fit the agri- 
cultural. program much better to the mo- 
bilization situation. If this legislation were 
well-conceived it would abolish the parity 
standard very largely. 

It would substitute the holding up of 
prices on essential commodities by means 
of storage and stockpiling, with the under- 
standing that once the stockpile had 


‘ yeached a desired level it would be held 


at that level until the mobilization pro- 
gram is accomplished and then not 
dumped on the market all at once. 


Mixed Up Agriculture 


For other products it should provide for 
a plan that would allow prices to rise as 
needed to assure sufficient supplies as 
determined by the Office of Defense 
Mobilization in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The use of 
market quotas should be dispensed with 
almost entirely and production goals set 
up instead. 

If the legislation is not changed, there is 
grave danger we will come out of the 
mobilization period with our agriculture 
pretty badly mixed up; with a good bit of 
our farm production under quotas because 
prices are too high. 

The prospective demand for farm prod- 
ucts over the next 10 years—assuming 
that there will not be a World War III 
balanced against agricultural production 
potentialities in the United States, in 
other exporting countries and in Western 
Europe is such that a level of perhaps 85 
per cent of the new parity as provided in 
the act of 1948 will keep supply and de- 
mand in reasonable balance and give 
farmers adequate. incomes. 


Weather Battle Over Kotea

Summer is coming in Korea; and with 
the season walks a sound ‘that armies 
loathe—Squish ...ss ... squish. 

High over the war-devastated peninsula, 
a giant weather-wheel is swinging. As 
winds revérse their direction, the warm 
hand of ‘the Asiatic monsoons breaks the 


‘grip of winter, 


Mud to suck at combat boots and swamp 
heavy trucks and guns in gooey mire; fog 
and solid overcast to ground United Na- 
tions planes; torrential rains turning paddy 
fields and mountain roads into lakes and 
rushing streams—for ground soldier and 
airman alike, the dreariest weather of the 
year is close at hand. 


April and May are months of transition 
between dry cold and wet heat. As the 
pressure patterns shift, a battle is joined 
above the land. All winter great masses 
of cold Siberian air have reached south 


moist air from the southern seas + begins to 


move northward. Over Korea’s mountain- 
ous spine, the fronts meet. 

Whirling cyclonic storms roar- down 
from -Manchuria and east from central 
China. Fog rolls in from the Sea of Japan. 
It snows one day, rains the next, then 
snows again. 

.Korea’s. summer -monsoons:- will last 
through September. The southerly winds 
normally bring about 10. times as much 
rain in July as in January, wettest and 
driest months of the year respectively. In 
early June begins the critical season for 
great tropical typhoons. The al year 
brings Korea one or two tropical storms 
of typhoon intensity. 


Between the monsoon rains, thunder- 
storms raised by boiling convection cur- 
rents, and typhoons, heat and humidity 
settle like a-moist quilt over the soggy 
hills ‘and coasts.

— to that question and 
beyond it Into a personal search for God 
and His nature. He has left behind a 

unique document. Its fame throughout 

Europe is justified. 

How this diary was retrieved from un- 
der the floor of his prison cell after Nor- 
way’s liberation and how—to begin with— 
it was written and stowed away under the 
eyes of bestial turnkeys is a great story in 
itself. Suffice it, here, to say that Peter 
Moen ,a man of about 40 when the 
Germans invaded his country, was a con- 
ventionally educated middle-class citizen 
working for an insurance company. He 
got into. the Underground, became the 
editor of a clandestine newspaper, and 
in 1944 was arrested by the Gestapo. He. 
spent 214 days in an Oslo prison, 75 of 
them in solitary confinement: Early in the 
fall of 1944 the -Nazis put him, together 
with many others, on a ship bound for 
Germany. The vessel struck a mine, and 
Peter Moen drowned. 

Apparently he had had no interest what- 
soever in metaphysies or theology prior 
to his imprisonment. His diary contains 
no message. It is the record of one man's 
struggle against his conviction that all 
belief is subjective and conditional.” 

“No God exists outside the human mind. 

. The idea of God is also understand- 
able as a cosmic projection of the frame- 
work of the Oedipus complex. . 

‘Si Dieu n’existe pas, il faut Vinventer.’

On the thirty-second day faith was given 
him “for one second or two.” He had a 
vision of Christ’s head crowned with 
thorns. 

But on the following day Peter Moen 
made a point of reminding himself that 
his ‘vision had “not been the traditional 
crucifix of the Catholic Church.” And 
when he later shared a cell with two 
others and life assumed a more “normal” 
aspect again he wrote with tragic ambiv-
